Mr. Dear Mr. President: 

You will recall that early in 1918 
four death sentences were  pre- 
sented to you from France, two for 
disobedience of orders you _§re- 
mitted to terms of imprisonment 
and two young boys. Sebastian 
and Cook, who were convicted of 
sleeping on outpost duty, you 
fully pardoned. 

It will interest you to know that 
upon restoration to duty both 
made good _ soldiers. Sebastian 
died in battle in the Aisne offen- 
sive in July, 1919. Cook was 
wounded in that battle and _re- 
stored to health in time to fight in 
the Meuse-Argonne battle, when 
he again fought gallantly and was 
the second time wounded. He has 
been now restored to health 
through medical attention and has 
discharged from
